ORDER 

New Delhi, the 30 th December 1957 

S.RO. 4157—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that it is 
necessary so to do for controlling the prices of rice and paddy in the State of 
Andhra Pradesh; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (c) of sub¬ 
section (2) of section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), 
and in supersession of the Government of India notification in the Ministry of 
Food and Agriculture (Department of Food) No. S.R.O. 2944-A, dated the 14th 
September, 1957 the Central Government hereby directs that the maximum 
prices at which the varieties of rice and paddy specified in column ( 1 ) of the 
Schedule to this Order shall be sold in any one transaction of more than ten 
maunds In the districts of Krishna, West Godavari, East Godavari and Guntur 
in the State of Andhra Pradesh, shall he as specified in the corresponding entries 
in column ( 2 ) of the said Schedule.

For rice or paddy, below the fair average qaulity, the maximum prices 
shall be detei mined by reducing the prices specified above by the amounts of cuts- 
indicated in the appendix to this Schedule applicable to rice or paddy, as the 
case may be.

The Fair Average Quality rice shall be fully polished, in sound, merchantable- 
condition, sweet, dry, clean, wholesome, of good food value and free from 
mould, weevills, smell, discolouration, admixture of deleterious substances and 
all impurities except to the extent indicated in the Table below. Where the 
free tolerance limits are exceeded cuts shall apply as indicated in column ( 4 ):

Where the lolerance limits are exceeded, cuts in price 
shall apply as indicated in column ( 3 ):
